Council meets next Monday to consider Councillor Bakker’ s 
motion to split the Parks and Recreation Department, This 
matter requires some very careful thought before supportis 
given a motion that could well work tothe serious disadvan- 


tage of St, Albert, 


A split aepartment would 
mean two qualified and 
therefore well paidadminis- 
trators —_— one for Parks 
and one for Recreation, This 
year’s budget estimate for 
Parks and Recreation was 
originally cut by nearly one- 
third and subsequently cut 
twice more, as Council det- 
erminedly held the mill rate 
to 57. (One of the ‘‘cuts” 
was the summer playground 
program), 

In view of this situation, 
and considering the special 
nature of St. Albert, a 
“Dormitory Town’’ in the 
language of the planners, 
a more reasonable course 
of action would be dissolv- 
ing the position of Recreation 
Director for the present. 

Councillor Bakker’s leng- 
thy ‘‘brief’’ attempted to dis- 
credit Superintendent A, R, 
Gate as a recreation admin- 
istrator - even stooping to 
a distasteful reference to 
Mr, A,.R,. Gate’s ability 
to communicate in the Eng- 
lish language. 


The councillor however, 
did not do all his homework 
His brief should also have 
set forth clearly what actual 
work is being done by the 
present non-resident Rec- 
reation Director, He was 
present at the meeting but 
not asked to speak, 


St. Albert is a community 
with a heavy percentage of 
population under the age of 
25 - We would be interested 
in knowing what the recre- 
ation director has doneand, 
or is qualified to do) to dev- 
elop programs for the needs 
of our teenagers, We would 
be most interested ina de- 
tailed account of his activ- 
ities for the past six months 
showing the results accomp- 
lished, If he is completely 
hamstrung by budget res- 
trictions, then obviously the 
post is superfluous at 
present, 


Mr, A, F. Affleck, School 
of Physical Education, Un- 
iversity of Alberta, has de- 
fined community recreation 
as “the sum total of all 
recreation programsand 
opportunities under the 
sponsorship of all agencies 
both public and private’’. 


Under this definition St 
Albert has one strong advan- 
tage over many other towns 
in Alberta, It's population is 
larger and it has a wealth of 
eapable and willing citizens 
who can and do immensely 
further our recreation prog- 
ram through their assistance 
This is true of hockey, base- 
ball soccer and other sports 
programs and of a varietyof 
arts and crafts programs, 
Any moves by Council in the 
area of Recreation will sur- 
ely take cognisance of this 
pool of resources, 


We could look a long time 
for a recreation administra- 
tor more able and willing to 
work with and assist these 
volunteers than A, R, Gate, 
He has been in St. Albert 
since 1958 and has seen our 
community grow from about 
750 to neurly 10,000, Through 
out his years as Parks Sup- 
erintendent (from 1960), - 
(Parks and Ree. since 1964) 
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his policy has been consis- 
tent. He believes the Parks 
and Recreation Superinten- 
dent is a public servant and 
as such must work closely 
with all individuals and 
groups in the community. 
That the best interests of 
Town Council, Town Parks 
facilities, Joint Use agree- 
merits and recreation needs 
must be interwoven for best 
advantage of the community 
as a whole, That current 


programs and future plan- 
ning must at all times have 
under advisement the money 
available for the Department 

And Mr, A, R, Gate has, 
over nine years, adopted the 
attitude that, if groups and 
individuals in St, Albert are 
willing to give of their leis- 
ure time to promote Rec- 
reation, then the Parks and 
Recreation Superintendent 
should also work extra hours 
whenever his assistance is 
needed. 


Mr, A, R, Gate has fully 
informed himself on all mat- 
ters and new developments 
pertaining to Recreation, 
Three points are worthy of 
note, St. Albert has been able 
to take advantage of Provin- 
cial assistance under the 
Preventive Welfare program, 
Council has been fortunate 
in that Mr, A, R, Gate has 
takenon numbers of men 
from welfare and achieved 
outstanding results in rehab- 
ilitating them. We have pres- 
ently a number of men doing 
a good job in his department 
who would otherwise be a 
welfare drain, and the prov- 
ince will pay 80% of their 
salaries once the agreement 
is ratified, 


They are all local people 
and St. Albert has benefited 
two ways, 

The second point is thatin 
his years here Mr, Gate has 
gained considerable respect 
in three significant areas: 
He is highly thought of in the 
Department of Youth and 
Provincial recreation cire- 
les; he is respected and 
liked by his staff and the 
community people who work 
in recreation have had ex- 
cellent co-operation and 
support from him, 

Faced with our present 
situation St. Albert can best 
operate under a combined 
Parks and Recreation Dept., 
under this superintendent 
and continuing to use in full 
measure all the volunteer 
assistance available here, 
who require only adminis- 
trative help, 

Instead of splitting this 
department Council should 
consider doing away witha 
recreation director - plan 
for a sports or part time 
director when the budget 
allows and reconsider its 
present policy ofcharging 
the Parks and Recreation 
Department for the use of 

Town equipment to service 
Town facilities, Which is 
simply robbing Peter to pay 
Paul and adds an unfair bur- 
den to Recreation budgeting, 
which the Town Engineer’s 
budget might better absorb, 


Councillor Bakker has 
been outspoken, Perhaps the 
other Councillors will be 
heard from more fully atthe 
next meeting. The people of 
St. Albert will be watching 
with interest, 


Historic St. Albert 


One evening_in October when Father Lacombe 
was in a small camp of Crees he had a new ex- 
perience, The night prayer was over, but about 
twenty old men lingered near the priest’s tent 
smoking and talking with him, 

The long twilight lying in a gold fringe of 
light over the prairies was a beautiful hour; to 
Father Lacombe sitting among his old warriors, 
smoking his pipe with long draughts, and im- 
bibing the quaint wisdom of the primeval races, 
it was particularly beautiful. 

Suddenly their pleasurable calm was broken 
into by a rude war-chant! 

‘*Heh! Heh! Hi-yi-ho-hohun!’’ 

A band of young warriors returning from a hunt 
came riding out upon the ridge of land to the 
west, They advanced with the haze of orange 
light behind them, their ponies darkly silhouetted 
against the sky, their voices rising and falling 
in wild triumph, 

They dashed into the encampment on panting 
ponies, The old men looked up with interest en- 
quiry; the women and children roused from their 
tents came eagerly out to greet them, while the 
returned warriors proudly exhibited a prisoner, 
a young woman of one of the southern tribes. 

When she caught sight of the priest sitting among 
the old men, she slipped from her horse and threw 
herself at Father Lacombe’s feet, crying softly 
to herself. She was clad in white deerskin tunic, 
and her long dark hair was hanging loose about 
her, As she lay there the young men described 
with enthusiasm a chance encounter with a small 
band of Sarcee hunter's, in which this woman’s 
husband and a couple of others were killed,

“IT heard their talk, When they finish,—‘‘Bon,”’ 
I say. ‘‘Who owns this woman’?”’ 

“IL do,’’ said one young warrior, a strong proud- 
looking man, 

“Well, | want you to sell her to me,”’ 

“They all laughed, ‘‘I thought,’’ that young man 
said, ‘‘you Men-of-Prayer did not want women,”’ 

“IT was cross then, for if you let an Indian be 
rude or too familiar with you, he keeps on and 
you lose all control of him,

I’m beginning to wonder if 
anything in this town can be 
done without a plebiscite. 
Last fall tax payers voted 
in favour of constructing a 
swimming pool andanarena, 
Some people had pushed for 
a covered swimming pool, 
which would have meant no 
arena, Town Council decided 
the middle road the fairer 
one sodrew up a money 
by-law to that effect, A ,ot- 
ition was promptly circula- 
ted that gathered enough 
names to force a plebiscite. 
It only bore out council's 
decision, 

Well, we got the swimming 
pool this year, at consider- 
able more cost thanhadbeen 
estimated because of rising 
building costs, In effect, the 
plebiscite by the delay it 
caused, really hit the tax- 
payers in the pocketbook, 

The arena is to be built 
this fall, There is a hitch 
here, too, The cost, orig- 
inally estimated at $75,000 
now is to be $125,000, Coun- 
cil has drawn up another

money by-law asking for au- 
thorization to borrow the 
extra $50,000, Figure it out. 
Another petition is already 
in the works, 

The arena will come to 
a vote this fall and you can 
believe this, it will be pass- 
ed. There are enough 
backers of minor hockey and 
figure skating to see to this, 
And here’s where council 
made a big mistake. The 
by-law should not ask for 
$50,000; it should ask for 
$75,000, Then it could be 
assured that it will have 
enough cash in the kitty to 
meet the probable rise in 
costs the year’s delay will 
cause, 

They will rise; actually 
there’s no doubt of that. And 
that’s what makes this pet- 
ition a bad gamble, It could 
cost the people of St. Albert 
dearly, as much, possibly 
as the interest the town will 
pay on the $50,000 it wishes 
to borrow, 

The town has been author- 
ized to spend $75,000 on an 
arena, If it doesn’t spend it

she knew my face when she rode in to the camp, 
She had seen me once when’ I was down with the 
Blackfeet and her own people, who are of allied 


nations, 


She prayed me now to protect her. 


‘I gave her in charge of a good Christian 
family, until we brought her up to the Sisters 


at St. Albert. 


The Sarcee girl had now reached a haven in the 
little log convent, where during the winter she 
learned a little English together with the white 
women’s ways. Next spring we shall see her fig- 
uring again rather dramatically in Father Lac- 


combe’s history.

The petitioners may well 
believe that once a petition 
is laid at the doorstep of
